Elm Leads in Canadian Cooperage 


spruce is rapidly supplanting it. In 
the total cutput of barrels in the Do- 
minion last year, there were used, ac- 
cording- to figures compiled by the | 
Forestry branch of the Department of 
the Interior, 80,016,000 pieces of elm, | 
in stuves headings and hoops, as} 
igainst 27,704,000 pieces of spruce. 
There were, however, over 11,000,000 
more spruce staves and 9,000,000 few- 


|er elm staves reported for 1911 than 


for 1910 In time, elm will probably 
be used only for hoops, as it is the 
best wool for the purpose, the supply | 
is fast dininishing, and other species | 
can be used to advantage for staves 
The ultimate substi- 
tute for elm will probably be birch 
which is comparatively plentiful. 

Slack cooperage is of vastly greater 
importance than tight cooperage in 
Canada. This is because the ma- 
jority of Canadian products are of a 
rough and dry nature, such as lime, 
potatoes, apples, dry fish, flour, cer- 
eals, et2., and because Canadian 
woods are best sulted to slack coop- 
erage. 

White vek, the only wood which 
can be used for containers of alcohol: | 
ie liquids, has been practically  ex- 
hausted in Canadian woodlands. In 
1911 only 768.000 oak staves were 
cut, while 7,293,000 were imported. 

A rough estimate on the part of the 
Forestry Branch places the minimum | 
amount of material used in the man- 
facture of all classes of cooperage } 
as 62,353.190 board feet. made up as 
follows: stavés, 29.367,714 feet, head-} 
ing, 24466,666 feet, and hoops, 62,- 
353,190 feet.

IN A SEA-CAPTAIN'S CLUB 
Where Master Mariners 
and Chat 

The National Maritime Club, in 
Fenchurct Street, is the meeting-place 
ef ship-masters in London. The 
members spend most of their lives on ; 
the ocean, and you may see in the 
club-rooms men who a few weeks ago, 
perhaps, were weathering out a terri- 
fie hurricane in the Gulf of Mexico, 
or were crawling down the dangerous 
formosa Channel, or steaming as hard 
as they could go across the open Pa- 
cific or Atlantic. 

The club was formed a couple of 
years ago by a few ship-masters, but 
it has now over six hundred men of 
the sea on its books. In no club 
in Londor could you meet so many 
men who have had so many strange 
and thrilling experiences. 

From one ship-master a newspaper 
representative gleaned the fact that 
he had once been siix days at sea 
with a fire in the hold of his ship, but 
he had managed to keep the fire un- 
der, and reached Philadelphia safe- 
ly. Another mariner mentioned in 
a casual manner, that the only little 
experiences he could call to mind was 
the picking up in the Pacific of aj} 
small boat with two men init. One} 
of the men was dead, the other bare- 
ly alive; his tongue fearfully swollen 
was sticking out of his mouth, and 
his eyes had gone so far back in their, 
sockets that they were searcely visy 
ible.
